REV. ALEXANDER’S DEATH 
FOLLOWED SEVERE FALL 


The sudden death of Rev. J..H. Alex- 
ander, D.D., of Atlanta, at Tazewell, 
Va., on Saturday morning, followed a 
severe fall on Friday. Dr. Alexander 
did not recover consciousness, and 
died at the home of his brother, Mr. 
John Alexander, at Tazewell, Va., at 
5 o’clock on Saturday morning. 

Dr. Alexander was a widely known 
minister of the Presbyterian church. 
He had made his home in Atlanta for 
a number of years, He was born at 
Fork Creek. Tenn., in 18383, and, al- 
though nearly 80 years of age, his 
activity and energy both physical and 
mental continued to the end of his 
life in a remarkable degree, Through- 
out a large acquaintance he was high- 
ly respected as a man of strong and 
unswerving loyalty to truth. 

Dr. Alexander's record as a Confed- 
erate soldier was a fine one. He fought 
through the siege of Vicksburg and 
in the battles in Tennessee and Geor- 
gia. Since the war he has been a 
loyal member of the Atlanta Camp of 
Confederate Veterans. He received his 
theological education under the tute- 
lage of Rey. John J. Robinson, D.D., 
and at Union Saminary, New York, and 
served as pastor of churches at Dan- 
dridge, Tenn.; Bainbridge and Quit- 
man, Ga., and later in Tennessee and 
Virginia. For six years he was en- 
gaged in educational work in Wythe- 
ville, Va. For several years and up 
to the time of his death, ne served as 
field representative of the Christian 
Observer, of Louisville, Ky. 

Dr. Alexander's first wife was Miss 
Martha Flora McCampbell, of Ten- 
neesee, who lived only a year. His 
second marriage Was to Miss Eloise F. 
“Baker, of Liberty county, Ga., who sur- 
vives him with five children, Misses 
Eloise, Carrie anq Lucile Alexander, 
Mrs. Lewis M. Gaines and J. Harry 
Alexander, all of Atlanta. The oldest 
child, Miss Annie Theresa Alexander, 
died in 1888. 

Dr. Alexander’s body will be brou 
back to Atlanta for interment.

Mother and Daughter Killed; 
Another Daughter Fatally 
Hurt—Two Injured. 


N. Y., October 1.—Mrs. R. 
J. Darnell, of Memphis, and her daugh- 
ter Beatrice, 20 years old, were in- 
stantly killed, another daughter, Pau- 
line, was probably fatally injured and 
William C. Collier, formerly of Mem- 
phis, and John Mott, a chauffeur, were 
seriously hurt when a taxicab which 
was taking them to the Freeport sta- 
tion was run down by a Long Island 
train tonight.

New Orleans, October 1.—The cotton 
market this week promises much ac- 
-ivity. On the opening session the last 
condition report of the season by the 
agricultural department and the second 
ginning report by the census bureau 
will be issued. Both of these reports 
tromise to favor the short side. War 
news and the unfolding of the spot sit- 
uation ought,to keep the market 
nerved up after the reports are out 
of the way. 

‘he condition report is expected to 
be bearish, compared with the reports 
ci the past year and the ten-year 
average, but it may not be as bearish, 
compared with last month, as the short 
side ®as been expecting. Fora time the 
tendency was to look for an improve- 
ment of about 1 point in the condition 
of the crop during September, but to- 
vard the end of last week ime tendency 
was the other way and the concensus 
of opinion pointed to a falling off of 
one, and possibly two points from last 
month’s condition of 73.2 per cent of 
the normal This would still leave a 
very high condition. A year ago the 
condition was 66.9 and two years ago 
it was 58.5. Probably a loss of two 
points or more would be discouraging 
to the bear side.

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THE TURKO-ITALIAN CRISIS. 

Many political and “economic phases enter into the clash be- 
tween Italy and Turkey, but perhaps the distinguishing one is 
the determination of Italy to participate decisively in the colon1- 
zation of northern Africa, a development toward-which the rul- 
ing powers of Europe seem to have agreed to interpose no ob- 
stacle. Since the Russo-Turkish peace treaty of 1878 Italy has 
had the.semi-official warrant of. Europe to encroach in Tripoli, 
which adjoins the Italian peninstla. : 

She has utilized her opportunities, with the result that Tri- 
politan financial, commercial and industrial interests are largely in 
Italian hands, while the reins of government are held in Con- 
stantinoples. The cqndition is, in itself, an anomaly. Add to it 
the antithetical racial and religious attributes of the two peoples 
and there is created a situation destined sooner or later to fall 
of its own Weigle ® ut ee GS. 

It has been the claim of Italy that Turkey, which has domi- 
nated Tripoli almost continuously since the sixteenth century, 
has been guilty of ‘maladministration; that Italian subjects have 
been acéorded ingufficient protection, and that protests to the 
Sublime Porte have been of no avail in bettering conditions. 

To these representations, Turkey has made answer that Italy 
has pushed her influence out of all proportion to treaty rights, 
that Italian claims of maladministration were exaggerated sand 
that the Porte was ready at all times to consider reformatory meas- 
ures provided they did not interfere with Turkish sovereignty. 

It is not difficult to credit that Italy’s program in Tripoli has 
been embarrassed by the natives. ‘Tripoli is still half-barbarous, 
and Mohammedan to the core. The Italian could no more mix 
with the Mussulman than oil with water. This emphasizes an- 
other feature, the religious one. Should Italy rout the Turkish 
armies, she would yet have to deal with fanatical hordes, who 
would maintain a guerrilla warfare for months, perhaps years, to 
come, | 

The decrepit Turkish navy would, of course, crumple up like 
paper before the onslaught of the modern navy of Italy. On land, 
Turkey is the’ stronger, but it is to be doubted if her army has 
maintained what was Once a fine discipline and fighting coherency. 

The final significant fact that Europe is in a “hands-off” at- 
titude and that the sultan is confronted with disaffection at home, 
foreshadow an Italian victory. Danger of a general European 
involvement is remote. It may safely be assumed there is a 
thorough understanding between the European chancellories, and 
that it existed for some time before the powers allowed matters 
to reach their present crisis.

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INVITATION TO NATIONAL ROAD-BUILDERS. 


As never in its history, the nation turns to road making. 
North, east, south and west—country, parish and state—are seeing 
that one of the first requisites to the vanguard of development and 
prosperity is transportation, as it applies to bringing the farm 
closer to the centers of population by means of well-paved boule- 
vards. Europe has set the pace in this great movement. But 
America has at last awakened. 

And Georgia, through the Round-the-State tour initiated by 
The Constitution, affers to the road builders of the nation oppor- 
tunity to view an object lesson in the practical details of their 
craft. Already, the news of the state's policy and achievements 
has gone broadcast. Witness the following extract from The 
Dallas (Tex.) News: 


Georgia has a law providing for working convicts upon the public 
roads. Under the terms of this law any county in the gtate may procure the 
services of a certain number of convicts from the state penitentiary upon 
becoming responsible for the safekeeping of the prisoners and supplying 
them with food, clothing, shelter and tools. 

The plan seems to be wurking satisfactorily, and it has met the ap- 
proval of the people, as will be seen when it is shown that most of the 
counties in the state are availing themsélves of the opportunity to get the 
convicts to build good roads. The Atlanta Constitution indorses the op- 
eration of the law and says that the Georgia experience should solve the 
convict labor problem for almost all of the states. 


We assure our contemporary, and other contemporaries, in 
every part of the country, that the picture is not overdrawn. 
Georgia’s experiment of placing convicts on her roads inaugurated 
one of the most constructive eras in our annals. Scores of counties 
date tremendous increases in taxable values, and in growth of 
the best elements of population, from the time they inducted a 
systematic good roads campaign with the use of convicts, and 
frequently at the instance of The Constitution. 

In Georgia the good road, under the new regime, has been 
the friend of the school house, first aid to education, promoter of 
neighborhood spirit, revivifier of indifferent churches, financial 
encouragement to the farmer who formerly suffered from the 
traditional isolation. 

The revolutionary chapters written by Georgia’s policy can 
be seen at first hand by the tourist on the Round-the-State excur- 
sion this fall. We recommend it to Georgians, of course. We 
especially recommend it, with an earnest invitation, to those road 
builders outside of Georgia who need encouragement in their own 
communities, and who may be debating the advisability of heading 
a.movement to place convicts on the roads.

HAVE WEOUTGROWN THE MONROEDOCTRINE? 


The recent rather ambiguous references to the Monroe doctrine 
by Earl Grey, retiring governor-general of Canada, make pertinent 
a study of that subject by Judson C. Welliver, in a current magazine. 
Mr. Welliver, who is a recognized authority on domestic and inter- 
national politics, believes we have outlived the Monroe doctrine. 

The substance of his argument is that the doctrine was pro- 
mulgated at a time when the countries to the south of “us were 
frail, and when the attitude of Europe regarding colonization designs 
on American soil were more or less menacing, certainly undefined. 

These influences have passed, or are passing, Mr. Welliver 
thinks. Contrary to opinion prevalent in this country the South 
American countries are fairly stable. They are able to stand alone. 
What is of more importance to America, Europe has come to accept 
the principle of “hands off” in this hemisphere, as one of the 
international commonplaces, backed up by the fact that we have the 
guns and the resources to make good a creed conceived at a time 
when it could be enforced by bluff, pure and simple. 

These are merely the postulates to Mr. Welliver’s argument. The 
latter mainly resolves itself into a plea with America to cultivate the 
South America that it has neglected, to cease regarding these coun- 
tries as barbarous or semi-civilized, and to go out energetically 
after the trade we are not securing and that Europe is fast annexing 
as a permanent possession. 

Mr. Welliver also states that our half-tolerant attitude toward 
South America has bred in the peoples of that country a resentment 
which we must overcome if we are to reap the benefits of a trade 
field legitimately our own, and to garner the harvest which is in- 
cvitable with the opening up of the Panama canal. 

Whether or not we have outgrown the necessity for the Monroe 
doctrine, the charge of indifference brought by Mr. Welliver is well- 
founded. The south, with its myriad crude resources, and its manu- 
facturing interests yet in embryo, is especially interested in a culti- 
vation of the South American trade. The commercial organizations 
of the south will do well to bear in mind this fact, no less than ex-

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Improved Implements and Methods on the Farm 
Ne. 4.—-CORN AND PEA PLANTERS—-COTTON PLANTERS. 


It should have been urged earlier in this series, that one of the incidental 
benefits that precede and follow the use of planting machines and intertillage 
implements, springs from the fact that the use of such machines makes it’ 
necessary to prepare the land more perfectly than was thought necessary 
when: only the old-fashioned crude methods and implements were emplo 
for planting and cultivating the crops. Stumps and stones and inequalities 
of’surface were not considered to be much in the way of a light, home-made | 
plow stock, shod with a straight shovel, or “twister,” or “seooter.” It was 
easy to jerk such a tool from the ground and swing it around an obstacle, 
leaving a circle of from six to ten feet in diameter, unplowed, not planted, 
and to serve as a nursery for pestiferous weeds and bushes. All subsequent 
operations followed the example of the first, and so the stumps and stones 
remained for “future generations” and the “tooth of time” to remove. Mean- 
while the annual loss of space, the breakage of the ineffective tools, the 
loss of crop products and the loss of opportunity for better things went qn 
at compound interest until the land was practically “worn out” before it 
was ever properly prepared to do its full duty and yield its greatest possi- 
bilities in crop returns. 

It is‘a matter of fact that many fields—where not bodily washed away— 
notwithstanding their so-called “worn-out” condition, are more inviting to 
the farmer who proposes to use up-to-date implements than they were when 
just reclaimed from the original forest. 

Corn Planters.—For more than a full generation the south has not pro 
duced enough corn to supply the home demand for this most important of 
all the cereal grains, not because of any want of natural adaptation of soil 
and climate to its production, but because the fathers of this generation were 
inoculated with the virus of the “cotton fever,’ in the form of unprecedented 
high prices, and their children have “come by it honestly.” : 

But the day of better things and wiser methods is at hand. There is 
spreading abroad the belief that the southern climate is better for corn than 
is the northwestern, and that it is necessary only to restore to our tired 
soils their original humus (and greatly increase it) to plow deep and harrow 
well, to plant good seed and cultivate well, in order to compete in per-acre 
yields with those of the boasted “corn states” of the west. Already yields 
of corn are reported from small areas that surpass any ever before secured 
anywhere. 

Of course, in point of time and importance, the previous. preparation of 
the soil for a crop of corn stands first. Next comes the selection of seed 
(now is the time) and then the planting. Of course it is possible to plant 
a crop of corn perfectly without a single implement but a plow to open a 
furrow, a boy to “drop corn,” and another plow to cover the seed. If manure 
or fertilizer is to be applied another man or two will be required to carry 
on the entire work of planting, unless cross-furrowed and planted in “checks” 
—which is not practicable excepting on fairly level land—the judgment of 
the untrained hand and eye is usually relied on for spacing the corn properly. 
So the labor of two mules and from.three to five men and boys are required 
to plant eight or ten acres a day in 5-foot rows. The same area may be 
accomplished in the same time with the labor of one man and one mule 
and one machine, and the work wil! be more perfectly done, the rows of 
more uniform width, the spacing more accurate, one, two, three, four or 
five grains—as desired—be dropped in a place and covered to a uniform 
depth. And this, too, with a one-row, one-horse machine planter! Of course, 
with a 2-horse planter quite double the area may be planted, and even more 
perfectly, at an additional expense of one horse; which is equivalent to plant- 
ing eight or ten acres per day with the labor of one man, one horse and 4 
one-horse machine, and another eight or ten acres the same day by the 
unguided labor of one horse, with nothing but the harness! 

There are “check row” corn planters that will on comparatively level 
land, drop the corn in hills so that the field may be cultivated both ways, 
without the labor of cross-rowing. On the large, level fields of a large part 
of the south such a machine would be very desirable. 

Now, dear reader, don’t ask me which machine I prefer. There are 
too many (“their name is legion’) of them for one man to try them all 
thoroughly in a year’s time were he to do nothing else. If I were about to 
buy a corn planter I would insist on a written guarantee of satisfactory 
performance. : 

Pea Planters.—There are machines made to plant cowpeas and are 
called “pea planters;’’ but I believe most, if not all, of the corn planters are 
provided with feed plates for planting peas and beans also. Fifty years ago, 
I used a simple pea planter that was in the form of an attachment to an 
ordinary scooter plow-stock with perfect satisfaction. Some of the small 
grain drills are specially designed to also sow peas or beans; and at least 
One machine is claimed to plant either corn, cotton, peas or beans, and per- 
haps other seeds. 

Cotton Planters.—Southern farmers are pretty generally using machines 
for planting cotton, these opening the furrows, sowing the seeds and covering 
them, and there are dozens of different makes of these planters. Some of 
them have fertilizer attachments intended for distributing a small qnantity 
of fertilizer in the furrows with the seed. A number of machines are on the 
market that are claimed to plant either corn, cotton or cowpeas and beans, 
and car?ty two rows at a time. I know of no reason why one machine may 
not be adapted to such a range of work. 


There are also cotton planting machines that will drop one or more 
cotton seeds at four, eight, twelve, sixteen, etc., inches. Such a machine I 
have for years thought to be desirable, in high farming, at least. “One bale 
to the acre” used to be considered a phenomenal yield, and there were very 
many who doubted such claimg. But the day now is, or is shortly to come, 
when one bale to the acre will be considered the minimum, by the really 
up-to-date, progressive farmer. Where the probable yield is not less than 
that amount, with a possibility of one and a half to the acre, the plants 
should be in rows from three to four feet in width and a single plant not less 
than sixteen to twenty-four inches apart in the rows. There are men now 
living (as boys, maybe) who will witness an average yield of one bale 
per acre throughout the south. Who shall set the final maximum limit? 

One of the principal factors in such progressive increase of yields per 
acre will be the steady improvement of the varieties of cotton and the 
development of a number of varieties with especial reference to adaptation 
to different soils, altitudes and latitudes. The cost of carefully and skillfully 
selected seeds will demand less waste in planting the crop. One peck of 
seed, or even less, will be considered ample for planting one acre of properly 
prepared land. Figure a little: An average bushel of cotton seed contains 
about 120,000 seeds. One peck would carry 30,000 seeds. One acre of land, 
planted 4x3 would have 3,630 plants when finally put to a stand of one plant 
in a space. One peck of seed, therefore, would allow a small fraction over 
eight (8) seed to the hill. The one peck would allow four (4) seeds to the 
hill if planted 4x1%, or 3x2; and four would be “a plenty” if the seed be 
carefully reginned and well screened, so as to remove all imperfect, under- 
sized and under-weight seeds—as should always be done.

OCTOBER ON THE FARM. | 
October used to be, and probably is 
yet, the great cotton harvest month in 
the south. But this crop is all of ten 
days to two weeks earlier than usual 
and therefore September has probably 
taken first place. The flelds have been 
“white unto harvest” and the cotton 
pickers are having their innings at 50 
cents per hundred pounds. Every 
morning, betimes, the wagons go by 
my residence loaded down with cotton 
pickers, going back to the farm for the 
day and back to the city at night. 


Everybody, on the farm at least, is 
supposed to know how to pick cotton, 
but not every farmer realizes the im- 
portance of gathering the fleecy staple 
before it has become stained and soil- 
ed by too long exposure to the weather. 
It is a good rule to encourage rapid 
picking and heavy baskets at weigh- 
ing time. Don't be insistent on getting 
every seed from every open boll. A 
well directed “grab” at a boll is better 
than to waste too much time to clear- 
out every hull. What cotton may be 
left after one grab will stay there un- 
til the last picking. Better encourage 
the “hands” to pick 250 or 300 pounds 
per day, leaving five or ten pounds in 
the hulls, than to force absolutely 
clean picking and get only 200 to 250 
pounds less and leave fifty pounds or 
more of unpicked bolls. 

October is the month for sowing oats, 
rye (for soiling and grazing), rape, 
searlet clover. grass seeds, bur clover, 
vetch, etc. These last, including rye, 
as cover crops, to protect the soil from 
washing and leching during winter, to 
appropriate the unused residue of sol- 
uble plant food, life by the cotton or 
other crop. 

Sowing Oats.—White oats often do 
well in middle Georgia—or along the 
middle line of the cotton belt—when 
sown a8 late as November 10 to li 
It is much safer to sow a month earlier 
in order to give time for the plants tu} 
get a firm hold onthe soil. Farther 
nerth, or along the upper edge of the 
cotton region, and beyond. the latter 
half of September was the better time; 
while in the extreme south, November 
sowings will be in good time. By ail 
means treat your seed oats with forma- 
lin in order to prevent smut or blast. 
I know from personal experience that: 
the treatment is an absolute preventat-. 
ive. Im an article not long since the 
types made me say Bas one pound of 
formalin for every bushel of oats (or, 
wheat), you propose to sow.” I intend- 
ed to say (as the context showed), “buy 
one pound of fermalin for every 50 
bushels,” for that ample.

Stir so as to wet every grain, heap ina

My fertilizer formula for oats is: 
Two hundred pounds of 14 per cent 
phosphate (or 175 pounds of 16 per 
cent); 250 pounds of cotton seed meal, 
50 pounds of muriate of potash, per 
oars in the “open furrows,” with the 
seed, and 50 to 75 pounds of nitrate of 
soda as a top-dressing in March . 

Sow Oats—Sow Oatse—Sow Onis! 

Wheat—The time for sowing wheat 
is not yet at hand, but is due to arrive 
at the usual date of the first killing 
frost. But the ground should have 
been broken—where possible—even be- 
fore now, s0 as to have time to settle 
and become somewhat compact. Wheat 
does not grow off well when sown on 
a fresh and deeply-broken g0'l. 

Oetober in the Garden. 

It is too late to plant anything in 
the garden that is liable to be killed 
hy an ordinary frost. Radishes, turn- 
ips, kale, spinach, onion sets, cabbage, 
mustard, rape, very early garden p 
lettuce. Transplant celery. Piant beet 
solsify, parsley, endive. Cabbage an 
cucumber seed May be sown in cold 
frames for early spring transplanting. 

Whenever convenient, scatter stable 
manure and plow in for the benefit of 
next spring's crops and as a soil reno- 
vator. Applied now, it will-do much 
more good than tif deferred until 
a especially when the manure ig 

reen and unfermented (not rotted). 
Don't forget to pull up, or dig tp, all 
weeds in the garden before their seeds 
mature and become scattered and self- 
grown, to impoge additional labor of 
destruction next spring and summer.

SKARCHING MANGLED BODIES 

FOR IDENTIFICATION PAPERS 

Men who shuddered at the touch of 
the dead at the outset indifferently 
searched mangled bodies for papers of 
identification. Where they had been 
long at work in the debris, one corpse 
among so many did not seem ghastly, 
but the first sensation was appalling. 

The immediate scene of the oblitera- 
tion of Austin covers an area three- 
eighths of a mile wide and one and 
three-quarters miles long. This com- 
prised the business section and the val- 
ley residence portion and was bounded 
by Main, Ruckaber and Thorn streets 
and Costello avenue, crossed by lesser 
thoroughfares. 

Nearly a mile above stood the mam- 
moth concrete dam of the Bayliss Pulp 
and Paper Company, 600 feet long, 50 
feet high and 39 feet thick at the bot- 
tom, tapering to a thickness of 3 feet 
at the top. 

Sack of this dam yesterday lay a 
reservoir of water a mile and a half 
long and an average of 35 feet deep. 
Directly in front of the dam stood the 
plant of the Bayliss Company, with 
four main buildings. Stacked high 
nearby was. 700,000 cords of 50-inch 
wood and slabs and also a portion of 
the company’s immense timber stock 
totalling in the Austin valley 15,000,- 
000 feet of hardwood and 25,000,000 of 
hemlock. This was a five-year supply, 
practically the last large cut of the 
regionw It was valued.at $2,000,000.

CAUSE OF BREAKING OF DAM 
TO BE RIGIDLY INVESTIGATED 


The cause of the breaking of the dam 
is a matter which the district attorney 
of Potter county has taken steps to in- 
vestigate. The Bayliss dam was ¢X-~ 
amined by experts over a year ag0 and 
certain recommendations were made, 
looking to jts safety. The district at- 
torney has secured the names of some 
of the experts who submitted the re- 
port to the Bayliss company and will 
summon them to testify at an inquest 
tc begin some day this week. 

Relief work has been systematically 
erganizeq tonight, and it is hoped that 
by morning the chaotic condition will 
have been somewhat relieved. 

Shortly after 11 o'clock this morn- 
ing the first relief train arrived over 
the Pennsylvania railroad. Four car- 
‘loads of food and medicine supplies 
from the state arsenal composed the 
relie¢ loads. This was ordered by Gov- 
ernor Tener, and the train left Har- 
risburge at 4:10 this morning in charge 
of Major Finney, of the Eighth Regi- 
ment, P. N. G., with eight men as 
guards.

THERE ARE FEW CHILDREN 
AMONG THE SURVIVORS 

One of the striking and pathetic 
features of the day, according to Dr. 
Thomas H. A, Stytes, chief of the state 
dispensuries, was the practical ahsence 
of children among the survivors. It 
is thought that when the wreckage 
has been cleared away and the bodies of 
victims recovered—alihough many have 
been entirely destroyed—it would be 
found that a large proportion were 
those of children. 

Boyd LockKhard, young business 
man of Austin, had a narrow escape. 
Mr. Lockhard said that when he heard 
the alarm he thought some one was 
playing a practical joke and he went 
in the street to watch the people’s ac- 
tions. He looked in the direction of 
the dam and saw the oncoming flood 
was but three blocks away, 

“It looked like a wall of wood, twen- 
ty-five feet high,’ he said. “At first 
glance I did not see the water at all 
because the wood at the pulp mill was 
carried before the water and became 
a sort of battering ram that tore away 
the buildings of the town. I ran to- 
ward the hill and by the greatest ef- 
fort got above the level of the water 
while it was surging within ten feet 
of me. The ground began to give way 
under me but I managed to clambor a 
few feet further up and caught hold 
of a tree to which I clung.” 

Throngs of people came to the town 
today from all points in the Sinnema- 
honing Valley below Austin to ascer- 
tain the extent of the damage or to 
seek friends and relatives. The rush 
of the waters had carried away every 
means Of wire communication and im- 
peded travel of any kind. 

“The people of Costello,” said J. Cc. 
Borchard, who lived within half a mile 
of Costello, “received ample warning 
from Austin that the dam had broken 
and although forty or fifty houses were 
demolished only three fatalities oc- 
curred.”

The eastern side of the viljage, how- 
ever, was entirely destroyed, render- 
ing about 400 people homeless. It is 
believed that only three lives were lost 
and of these only one body, that of an 
unidentified woman, had been recovered 
at a late hour this afternoon. 

The work of clearing up the debris 
is under the direction of Senator F. T. 
Baldwin, who lost his father, mother, 
wife, and home in the flood, and was 
himself painfully hurt in escaping the 
disaster. Prothonatory F. J. Wadell is 
also leading in the work. During the 
night the food supplies were scarce and 
the rescuers toiled without so much 
as asking for anything to eat. Several 
of them collapsed today and had to be 
given medical attention. 

Governor Dix telephoned from Al- 
bany this morning that the state of 
New York was prepared to send any- 
thing the sufferers might need as soon 
as Pennsylvania would make known 
what would be acceptable. 

NO LACK OF WILLING HANDS 
TO AID THE SUFFERERS 

There was no lack of willing hands. 
Country women from miles around 
drove to the scene and between com- 
forting the Austin women who had lost 
husbands and children and getting 
luncheon for the survivors were busy 
all day and into the night. Meanwhile 
men fought their way through woods 
and brush for a mile or more to get 
pure water for coffee and farmers 
drove in with large supplies of fresh 
milk.

PROVISIONS AND CLOTHING

Following the arrival of a special 
traim with officials representing State 
Cemmissioner 6f Health Dixon, a meet- 
ing of the sanitary officers, physicians, 
surgeons ang nurses was held, at which 
an executive organization was formed. 
County Health Inspector Dr. E. H. Ash- 
craft, of Coudersport, was placed in 
charge. A relief committee was form- 
ed with Attorney W. S. DuBois, of 
Coudersport, as chairman; a finance 
committee, with M. M. Metcalf, of Aus- 
tin, in charge, and a supply commit- 
tee, with Former Repfesentative W.
